Pubtie 
opinion in (sreece, “As expressed by theaection of the (rovernment, showed clearly 
enough that the anti-Jewish riots were abhorrent to right-thinking inen in 
(rreece, But it is, nevertherless, important that dignitaries of the Church 
should seize every opportunity to combat all latent feeling of hostility to 
Jews as such. In Russia, the death of Archbishop Nicanor, of Odessa, 
removed an energetic friend ot toleration. Ile often made his yoice 
heard against that religions persecution which has covered the Orthodox 
Church with contumely and made it a byeword among civilized peoples, But 
it is clear that many other members of the Greek Church are indig- 
nantly opposed to its present persecuting spirit in Russia. We weleome all 
honest outspoken indignation of this better feeling and gratefully note such 
discourses as the one which Archbishop Latta recently delivered. 

Tt seems a far cry from the question of agricultural depression in 
England to the subject of Motza-baking. Yet,.curiously enough, the dis- 
enssion on the Present and Future of English Wheat has some bearing upon 
the contracts entered into by the Jewish authorities with millers for the 
supply of flour used in motza-baking. It has been the immemorial custom 
that the millers shall tender, and enter into a contract for milling from 
English wheat only, The reason is that foreign grain might sprout on the 
voyage to England, Yet curiously enough that danger is now greater with 
Enelish-grown wheat than foreign, An authority on the snbyect writing to 
the Times save: 

“ In good, dry seasons English wheat can be used in fairly large proportion 
but in no case does it exceed (4) per cent., of a miller’s mixture for flour-making : 
but in wet, uncongenial seasons like our last, and particularly when followed 
by damp, humid weather, such as we have recently had—for wheat readily 
absorbs atmospheric moisture—it becomes almost useless for flour-making and 
the proportion used is considerably smaller. A great many millers avoid it 
altogether, and those who use it at such times do so almost as an adulterant on 
account of its low price: for it certainly degrades the quality, if it does no 
worse, |

_ On Wednesday night the Vestry Room of the New West End Synagogue, 
St. Petersburg Place, was the scene of a large and crowded gathering of ladies 
and gentlemen, members of the synagogue, who had responded to the invita- 
tion of the Rev. and Mrs, 8, Singer to what must be described as a Congregational 
“At Home.’ There was a complete transformation of the usual aspects of the 
Vestry Room and its apyreatees, and every effort had been made to give the 
surroundings a bright and cheerful aspect. The assemblage was a delightful 
change from the accustomed formal: meetings associated with Vestry Rooms. 
The numerous guests were received by the Rev, and Mrs, 8S. Singer, Mr. I. 
Spielman, Mr, and Mrs, Arthur E. Franklin, and Dr. and Mrs. A. Wolff, 
During the evening music was rendered by Miss Florence Phillips, Madame Adéle 
Myers, Messrs, H. R. Lewis, D, Abecasis, P. Weber, J. Moore, and Paul Mahlen- 
dorf, But music and conversation was not the sole object of the highly interesting 
and successful pathering. A religious: tinge was given to the proceedings early 
in the evening by the lighting of the Hanucah Lights with the accompanying 
Blessings and Hymn. 
Subsequently, the Rev. S, Srncer addressed the company. After bidding 
them a“ quadruple welcome” on behalf of himself and the honorary officers 
of the synagogue, said it had been thought appropriate that advantage 
might be taken of that opportunity to urge the claims of personal service in 
helping forward the good work of communal institutions, somewhat after the 
excellent example set at West Hampstead by the Rev. Morris Joseph and those 
associated with him in an admnrably-conceived Personal Service Guild, 
But it was not intended to form still another Guild. Some thought there was 
rather too much “ guilding” going about, and perhaps not enough of the sterling 
gold of modest effort to be useful in connection with existing institutions, They 
would call their new movement “ The West End Synagogue Association of Com- 
munal Workers,” Every lady and gentleman, whether they could spare but an 
hour a week each, would be asked to give in their names as willing to volunteer 
for some class of communal work of their own choice, whether charitable or 
educational, He earnestly hoped that none would hesitate to give of their 
time, as they already gave of their money to assist in doing work that was wait- 
ing but for workers ; work that was made the more urgent because the money 
was found, and its wise administration would only be achieved by the wise-hearted 
co-operation of sympathetic men and women willing to give a hundredth part of 
their time each week to the service of their fellow Jews and Jewesses. That 
work would be praised by man and blessed by God. It would infuse a higher, a 
holier spirit into their daily life. And as one good deed led to another, so he 
might hope that some would more frequently find their way to the Synagogue 
as it were, through the portals of a poor man’s dwelling. (Applause.) 
A large number of those present enrolled their names as members of the 
Association of Communal Workers, and much satisfaction was expressed at the 
practical turn given the procesdings.

When I joined the Committee, twenty years ag», I found its 
sphere of action much larger, and I fear I ought to say, that its efficiency was munch 
greater, 

It would serve no good purpose were I now to trouble you with the causes to which | 
attribute this faliing off in the two important subjects 

(1.) Of usefulness to the Board, and, through the the Board,to the Com nunity, an! 

(2.) Inthe amount of energy di-played by the members, : 

Suffice it for me to say that | by no means consider that the fall share of the blame, if 
there be blame, attaches to the latter. 

[ am now induced to write you this letter, as | understand that there is a general 
belief that there is a large amount of Visiting Work that should be done among our Povi, 
especia'ly among the foreign immigrants, and the opinion has been frequently expresse:| 
that a considerable number of ad/e and willing workers are to be fonnd who will give 
their time to this, 

I should weleome such an extension of the fanctions of my Committee, and shall he 
very pleased to have your views on the eubject, and if they be favourable, I shall be glad 
to confer with you es to the steps to be taken for its re-organization, which must be 
effected after | have been put into communication with those new recruits I should he 
anxious to enlist.

MY DEAR LIONEL, | 

Having gathered from my conversation with you, that it is your opinion 
that a publication of my proposal for the extension of one department thereof, might 
somehow or other, alienate subscriptious in answer to the appeal for funds which is about 
to be made, I am quite willing that the publication of my letter shall only be made at 
the next meeting. But I must rely on your kind asaurance that the issue shall be fairly 
considered thereat, and my views distinctly set forth.

Differing from you, I believe these objects can eventually be better 
attained through the agency of voluntary workers, than by means of the services of the 
paid officials of the Board alone, though | recognise that these latter would be useful in 
training noviciates among the visitors. 

I am convinced that very shortly it will have to be decided whether duties serch as 
those to which I have referred shail be undertaken through, or by the Board, or by some 
other body, 

I cannot but hold that the multiplication of pegs way se organisations is a mistake, 
especially so in this instance, for I believe that the Committee of which I am the 
Chairman can easily be so reconstructed and extended as to adapt itself to fresh 
requirements. 

From the offers of rervice I have received, and from those I expect to receive when it 
becomes known that farther assistance is needed, 1 feel confident that no fears need be 
felt as to the efficiency with which the new (and in some respects, more important) work 
which 1 desire to sce saeees to it, will be performed,

Spielman, Mr, and Mrs. Arthur E. Franklin, and Dr. and Mrs. A. Wolff, 
During the evening music was rendered by Miss Florence Phillips, Madame Adéle 
Myers, Messrs. H. R. Lewis, D. Abecasis, P. Weber, J. Moore, and Paul Mahlen- 
dorf, But music and conversation was not thesole object of the highly interesting 
and successful pethering. A religious: tinge was given to the proceedings early 
in the evening by the lighting of the Hanucah Lights with the accompanying 
Blessings and Hymn. 
Subsequently, the Rev, S, Srncer addressed the company. After bidding 
them a“ quadruple welcome” on behalf of himself and the honorary officers 
of the synagogue, said it had been thought appropriate that advantage 
might be taken of that opportunity to urge the claims of personal service in 
helping forward the good work of communal institutions, somewhat after the 
excellent example set at West Hampstead by the Rev. Morris Joseph and those 
associated with him in an admirably-conceived Personal Service Guild. 
But it was not intended to form still another Guild, Some thought there was 
rather too much “ guilding” going about, and perhaps not enough of the sterling 
gold of modest effort to be useful in connection with existing institutions. They 
would call their new movement “ The West End Synagogue Association of Com- 
munal Workers.’ Every lady and gentleman, whether they could spare but an 
hour a week each, would be asked to give in their names as willing to volunteer 
for some class of communal work of their own choice, whether charitable or 
educational, He earnestly hoped that none would hesitate to give of their 
time, as they already gave of their money to assist in doing work that was wait- 
ing but for workers; work that was made the more urgent because the money 
was found, and its wise administration would only be achieved by the wise-hearted 
co-operation of sympathetic men and women willing to give a hundredth part of 
their time each week to the service of their fellow Jews and J ewesses. That 
work would be praised by man and blessed by God. It would infuse a higher, a 
holier spirit into their daily life. And as one good deed led to another, so he 
might hope that some would more frequently ind their way to the Synagogue 
as it were, through the portals of a poor man’s dwelling. (Applause.)

A special meeting of the Raaso-Jewish Committee was held on Tuesaday, the 
Lith inst.. at 0). Old Broad Street, to consider the report of the Sub-Com- 
mittee (consisting of Dr. A. Wolff, Messrs, L. L., Alexander, N. 8S. Joseph, 5. 
Montagu, M.P.. I. Spielman), on the future work of the Committee. There 
were present: Sir Jurian Go.pssip, Bart., M.P., in the Chair; the Revs, the 
Chief Rabbi, and 8. Singer; Dr, A. Wolff, Messrs. L. L. Alexander, N. L. Cohen, 
N.S. Joseph, Samuel Montagu, M.P., O. J. Simon. and L. Spielman.

PERSECUTION OF THE JEWS IN RUSSIA. 
REPORT OF THE UNITED STATES COMMISSIONERS .—III 

No consideration seems to step between the Russian authorities and the 
execution of their cracl purpose. They seem to have lost the capacity for being 
merciful, Even old soldiers, who have fought and bled for their country, are 
not spared. Their wounds plead for them in vain. The Commissioners give 
many heartrending illustrations. It will suffice to reproduce one of them. “One 
old man, wrinkled with age, came forward with documents to prove that he 
was a Nicholas soldier, and had served his country twenty-five years, has.lived 
in Moscow with his children in comfort for a long time, but has been ordered to 
leave within twenty four hours. Where to go, how to get away, what to do 
when he gets away, are questions, he said,‘I cannot answer.’ The tears streamed 
down the old man’s cheeks as he begged for some means to get away, and 
advice where to go. He repeatedly expressed the wish that he might die now and 
be relieved from the misery that confronted him. The old veteran said that he 
was turned away from his home, his country, and his children at the very end of 
life ; thathe had nevercommitted a crime, never been a pauper, and has done 
nothing to be expatriated for, to be a wanderer on the face of the earth, except 
that he is a Jew ; notwithstanding that he had defended his country, the powers 
now cast him out as a vagabond and a tramp. He presented a picture not 
readily to be forgotten, as it showed a startling contrast in the treatment of this 
old s idierand that accorded to the Jewish soldiers of our country.” 

This is one of the exceptional instances in which the Commissioners, dis- 
carding their ofticial reserve, give expression to the very natural emotion excited 
by the accounts they hear and the sights they see. They would not have been 
men, but monsters, had they not felt that emotion, and feeling it, they were 
forced to give it vent. Atthis point in the Report there occur some general 
obser vations which may usefully be reprinted here. “ the foregoing,” the Com- 
missioners point out, “are by no means all the cases of which we took notes : 
they could be multiplied by the score, if time or necessity suggested. They are 
not selrc'e | because they are extreme, but are related here as we obtained them 
and follow closely the notes taken at the time. We present these cases in detail 
to illustrate the tact that the pressure is general, and forces out the rich as wel! 
as the poor—those who have or had the right of residence legally and by invi- 
tition, as well as those who presumed upon the tolerance of former years, those 
Who besause they are Jews are tirst deprived of their passports, arrested for not 
having them, contined in prison and sent there per elape—as Well as soldiers who 
have been decorated for faithful service to their country, and who in their old 
age, instead of receiving pensions are separated from their children, and ordered 
into the Pale, where only the strongestand the most vigorous can hope for exist- 
ence. In their general characteristics the cases cited are similar. revealing a state 
of terror and uncertainty, paralysing business, and furnishing abundant cause for 
inciting emigration which, as has already been stated, could be largely stopped 
by rei sving the pressure.” 

Thus far the Report describes the state of things outside the Pale 
—«¢., at th» scene of the persecution. The Commissioners now study its 
effects within the Pale, whither the evicted Jews were being driven in PP Sn: 
were intensifying, by the addition of their own Inisery, the sufficiently wretched 
conditi in of their coreligionists, among whom they were being forced to ory 
From Mosc.w te Commissioners proceeded to Minsk. a city of near] 70,000 
inhabitants. This is how they describe a visit to a market-place of apap 
where the J-ws congregate for the pu pose of obtaiains employment :—* There 
were hundreds of men, women and children of all ages and in every condition of 
poverty and wretchedness ; young, stalwart fellows, and people bent with age 
all anxious, and many grouped in earnest and anxious conversation. Some were 
in rooms with doors open, and as the houses ar, built close to the very narrow

© generally of black rye bread and water. Most of these were people who liad 


formerly lived in the interior, and had been driven into the Pale. The important 
question with them is how to obtain even this bitter black bread, which constitutes 
their main subsistence. Many of them were brought here by e¢ape, and therefore 
had ne clothing excepl that Which they carried oll their bac ks, and most of ther, 
Were Without money to buy clothing. Most of the children had but a single gy) 
ment, and all of them were in a condition of depression and apparent hope 
lesgness. There was an entire absence of intoxication, and we may 
say here thit the Jew is singularly free from this vice; not a single case 
of intoxication among Jews was noticed anywhere in Russia. Conversation 
with some of them disclosed the fact that the principal questions discussed 
are. ‘What shall we d> and where shall we go to get bread?’ for 
anticipations of the terrors of approaching winter and the certainty of starva- 
tion, which they see no means of averting, aggravate the present misery. Willing 
and able to work, they are unable to obtain it ; forbidden to work outside the 
city, forbidden to trade in the country, unable to leave the precincts where the 
now are, excluded from governmental work, it 1s no wonder they wish to fly 
somewhere where they can breathe and have an ejual chance in the struggle for 
existence. The only thing which prevents them from going en masse to other 
countries is their poverty.” | 

Before leaving Minsk the Commissioners visited the Jewish’ handicrafts 
school, where som3 120 boys are taught blacksmiths’, machinists’ and carpenters 
work. The school received honourable mention at the St. Petersburg Exhibition 
in 1890 for the excellence of its work. Since the May Laws were put into force, 
the applications for admission into the school had largely increased. “ After 
finishing their schooling, most of the graduates have heretofore gone into the 
interior to work as artisans, but this they can no longer do. Nearly all are learn- 
ing the English language privately, that language not being among those pre- 
acribed,” 


SOCIETY FOR RELIEF OF PERSECUTED JEWS. 


A meeting, under the auspices of this Society, was held on Wednesday, 
at the Cannon Street Hotel, to receive from Mr. R. Scott Moncrieff an account 
of the work he had performed on behalf of the Society in Palestine. and of 
acts of persecution which had come under his personal notice in Russia and 
Roumania. 

Mr. F. A. Bevan, the Treasurer, presided, and in introducing Mr, Scott 
Moncrief!, after the meeting had been op2ned with prayer, he expressed the 
hope that the result of the meeting would be to draw out such a spirit of 
dre. ped with the oppressed Jews as had never before been evoked in theic 
behalf, 

Mr. Moxcrierr, who was heartily received, give a grap‘ic and interesting 
account of his work in Jaffa and Palestine, whither he went in September, 181. 
He emphasised the fact, which he had impressed on the Ji ws in Palestine, that 
he did not go out asa missionary ; indeed in order that his mo i ‘es might not be 
misconstrued, he entirely held aloof from the missionaries in the Holy Land, 
Ono the other hand, he received the heartiest co-operation from many Jews, 
notably from Mr. David Widler, of Jaffa, who worked with him heart and 
sou', and had presented a large and suitable piece of land for the purpose 
of a Refuge being erected thereon by the Society. Mr. Moncrieff spoke 
favourably of the Colonies founded and subsidised by Baron Edmond de 
Rothschild in various parts of Palestine, and he advocated their wide 
extension. Touching on the prohibition by the Turkish Government of the 
landing of new immigrants and of the permanent settlement of those already - 
in the couritry, Mr. Scott Moncrieff mentioned that backed by the powerfut 
iafluence of the British Ambassador in Constantinople, he had presented a 
petition to the Grand Vizier for the revocation of the prohibition, and although 
he had not received a reply he had reason to hope that his prayer would be 
granted. In connection with this subject Mr. Moncrieff related that when 
the prohibition became known in Constantinople the diplomatic body deter- 
mined to make a joint representation to the Sultan, and he had it on the 
authority of the United States Minister to Turkey that this proposal actually 
emanated from the Russian Ambassador. Leaving the subject of Palestine, 
Mr. Moncrieff next described the painful scenes he had witnessed in Odessa 
at the departure of Jews, many of them moving in the best circles, who had 
been expelled from that city. and speaking on the persecutions in Russia 
generally, he denounced in indignant terms the infamy of the “slimy soul’’— 
torso he designated the Minister of the Interior—who only permitted non- 
resident Jewesses to stay at Moscow and St. Petersburg for purposes 
of higher education on condition that they possessed themselves of the “ yellow 
ticket.’ Whether the Minister desired thereby to honour prostitution or to degrade 
higher education among women,the motive mattered little,but the act was an insult 
to humanity. Mr. Scott Moncrieff next touched on the evictions of Jews from 
the rural communes in the district of Jassy, and he read the translation of one 
of the orders to a bailiff, commanding him to “lose no time in eliminating from 
the commune every Jew still remaining there,” and threatening him with severe 
unisbment if ha showed “any laxity in carrying out the order, or secretly 
avoured the Jews.” He had in his possession several of the original orders of 
expulsion, and had before leaving Roumania drawn up a full report on the sub- 
jeet, which was now in the hands of the English Foreign Office. Mr. Moncriet! 
added that so greatly had the Prime Minister of Roumania, M, Lascar Catarg', 
been alarmed by the tidings of the evictions having been reported in /he Lim 
—for,as was remarked in Mr. Moncrieff s hearing at a café in Odessa, “‘ Pertide 
Albion’, like the Guardian of Israel, never sleeps’"’—that he went in haste from 
Bucharest to Jasay, and after being there a few days, he reconsidered his decr e 
and gave six months’ grace to the Jews under order of expulsion. As an instance 
of the oppression of the Jews, he stated that before they were evicted from 
their homes, the screw was put on even the very poorest to contribute towards 
a present for Princess Marie of Edinburgh on her approaching marriage to the 
Crown Prince of Roumania. This he considered an insult to an English Princess 
and to the peop'e of England. It was therefore a great relief to him to read the 
letter from the Princess refusing to accept the diadem, and requesting that the 
money raised should be expended on a benevolent object. For though a portion 
had been obtained through ignoble means, yet it was to be used fora good 
purpose. Mr. Scott Moncrieff concluded with an appeal for financial support 
to the Society, which needed £10,000 to carry on its work for the present year. 

On the motion of the Rev. E. J. WAKEFIELD, seconded by the Rev. R. J 
Simpson (who spoke of the benevolence of the Jews,and especially of the 
ee family, towards Christian objects), the following resolution was 
adopted :—

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THE ANTI-SEMITIC AGITATION. 


OUR CORRESPONDEN’ 


DERLIN, Decemrer 11. 1892. 


The Ahlwardt trial, abounding in surprises and epicoder. was brought toa close 
Friday evening. ‘The result was a sentence of five months loprisoument, 
Surely this is a very mild punishment for the malicious slander of which 
Allwardt is guilty, and very probably be will profit, as Member of Parliament 
by the Immunity Law, and thus get entirely free. : 

During the further hearing of the case, Engineor Paasch. the well-known 
anti-Semite, was allowed, on the renewed demand of Allwardt's solicitor, to 
appear as witness in order to give information as to the doings, workings, and 
tar tics of the Alliance [sraclite. lle tnade the following ludicrous Statement °: 
He had undertaken long journeys and written several letters in order to cain an 
insight into the doings of the Alliance I-raelite, but all his endeavours seem to 
have been in vain. A Jew, according to his so-called religion, Must not divulge 
to aliens the statutes of the Talmud, otherwise he would be struck dead. 
It is exactly similar with the Alliance Israélite, of which Ludwig Loewe was a 
member, and to which Director Isidore Loewe subscribes ten shillings. The 
Alliance Israclite is a Mutual Insurance Society. If Jews give ten shillings 
subscription, they may commit crimes, deceive the State, being protected by the 
other Jews, by Jewish lawyers, and Jewish ofticvcers, for there are such. even if 
they are baptised. 

In reply to the question of the President, whether he (Paasch), knew 
anything about the statement that the Alliance Israélite had ordered Loewe and 
Co. to make Germany powerless in order to realize the demented idea of 
establishing a Jewish universal rule, Paasch said: * The Jews are not so stupid 
as to let anything be known about it, but Jewish purveyors deliver bad and 
useless wares to the Government with the sanction of the Alliince Israclite and 
according to the Jewish code of morals.” 

When Ahlwardt asked the Engineer Paasch if the Alliance Israclite had not 
participated in the murder of the Russian Emperor Alexander If, the Public 
Prosecutor intervene 1 and forbade the continuation of such gratuitous assertions, 
as they might affect the public welfare. | | 

In the concluding speech, the Public Prosecutor stated most emphatically, 
that there was not the slichtest stain upom the reputation of Messrs. Loewe 
and Kiihne. Nothing had been brought to light against them ; and nota single 
witness had appeared, to testify aga nst Loewe, the only Jew who had been 
attacked in Alilwardt’s pamphlet‘ Judentlinten.” Loewe's assurance on oath was 
unnecessary, namely that he had neither received an order from the Alliance 
Israclite, nor was he a member of the Alliance, for it was obvious from the 
very outset to every sensible person, that the assertion thit Loewe lad been 
commissioned to furnish the German army with worthless guns was untrue, for 
the guns furnished by Loewe and Co. had been tested by military experts, and 
had been found in every way useful and servicable. Not the faintest suspicion 
could be breathed against Messrs. Loewe and Kiihne, their repatation was spotless, 
Ahlwardt had libelled them. Therefore the Public Prosecutor asked for a verdict 
of eighteen months’ imprisonment. 

Ahlwardt, who defended himself, as his Counsel in the midd'e of the trial 
had declined to proceed with the defence, stated that Ire dil not wish to attack 
Herr Loewe personally, but to attack in his person all Judaism. In sodoing, he has 
no regard for any person, and acts in exictly the same way as the Jews do to- 
wards anti-Semites. Ue considered Judaisim dangerous, because it would 
gradually oppress Christianity. Le would never attack individual Jews, but the 
whole race. He aimed at depriving Jews of their rights, and that the Germin 
nation should shake themselves free from the Jews. 

The Court deliberated four hours, and the President, in giving the verdict, 
said Ahlwardt’s statement was untrue, because he attacked individuals as well a 
the whole Jewish race. How otherwise would he give the horrible name “ Juden 
fiaten” (Jewish guns) to his pamphlet? Only one of the directors of the firm 
Loewe & Co. is a Jew ; the other is a Christian and an ex officer: the guns are 
manufactured by Christian workmen, and tested by Curistian experts. Ahiwardt 
slanders from a purely business point of view, ant i€ there were hundreds of 
Ahlwardts, then soon none could venture out in peace. The reproach mace 
against the Alliance Israclite could hardly be taken seriously, because Messrs. Loewe 
and Kiihne did their utmost to deliver good guns to the German army. 

Allwardt had wittingly endangered the public welfare and the interests of 
the State, therefore the Court sentenced him to tive months’ imprisonment, and 
his pamphlet Judenfliaten to be confiscated. 

The trial is over, but the slander has spread f om the Law Courts among the 
people, and has again stirre | up great hatred against the Jews. Signs of it are 
distinctly visible, otherwise such a man as Ahlwardt, who is already punished for 
the second time for slander, would not have obtained over 11,000 votes at the 
recent election at Friedeberz-Arnswalde, and the Conservatives would not have 
joined hands with the anti-Semites, as they dil at their last githering a few days 
aro. 

BERLIN, DECEMBER, 

Reichskanzler von Caprivi made the following satisfactory statement in his 
speech in the Reichstag on Monday :—* Events, which have happenened during 
the last week are the saddest which have ever occurred to me as a patriot. 
They make it my duty and the duty of the Government to declare its attitude 
in the matter. I can well understand how people can be anti-Semites. But 
when anti-Semitism assumes another phase and adopts a treatment, which 

comes demagogical, then the Government must oppose If, and to me it1s 
quite inconceivable, how patriots can associate themselves with it.’ This 13 an 
entire refusal of the Government to countenance the anti-Semites.

VienNaA, Dec. 13 


The German Chancellor's speech yesterday has made a powerful impression 
in Vienna, and is to-day the subject of general comment. Count Von Caprivi's 
repudiation of bimetallism is insyimpathy withthe siews beld in political and 
financial circles in this country. His remarks on anti-Semitism have had still 
greater effect, as itis the first time that a Minister of State has ventured to ratse 
his voice so loudly against one of the most serious social symptoms of the das 
In Vienna a member Of one of the greatest families in the Empire, and prehayys 
one of the best known abroad, Prince Alois Lichtenstein, is taking pirt in a 
campaign against the Jews, and constantly addresses meetings on behalf of 
the anti-Semitic propaganda. Almost at the same moment that Count von 
Caprivi was condemning the Jew-baiters in terms of scathing sarcasm, Prince 
Lichtenstein was delivering a speech here, in which he remarked that quite a 
large party in Germany, which has been known for miny years as the represen- 
tative of Monarchical and Conservative ideas, had railted to a programm 
which happened to be identical with that of the Austrian anti-Semites, This, 
of course, referred to the recent meeting of the Prussian Conservatives. 

In acountry like this, where the aristocracy enjoys such high prestige. a 
personage of Vrince Lichtenstein’s rank has immense intiuence with the low 
and middle classes, from which the anti-Semitesare recruited. is in 
quence of such ligh patronage that the movement is ‘assuming large prop 
tious. Already Christians have been exhorted not to purchase at the Jewish 
shops, and in some of the suburban resorts notices of apartments to let are 
occasionally followed by the words," Not to Jews.” [he Burgomaster has » 
his face against the movement, and yesterday refused to allow an anti-Semitic 
vathering to be held within the pretincts of the Town Hal!. There is also « 
society for combating anti-Semitism, which includes som? ot the most bighly 
respected citizens of Vienna, but so far it bas uet been able to achieve uch 

The Government authorities have kept the more turbulent » 
anti-Semites within bounds, but they have not yet pronounced themselves in 
clear and unmistakable terms against the movement which was so severely | 
demned by Count von Caprivi yesterday. It is not only commercially, but also 
socially, that itis workipg muschief, perhaps the worst feature being thatutl has 
already penetrated into the schools, ‘The bitter feeling displayed by their elders 
has bad a very bad effect on the younger generation, and differences of religion 
and of reiigious opinion give rise to endless quarelling in many educational 
establishments. Toe anti-Semitic party have orgins of their own, one of 
which has a large circulation. In its present proportions the movement would 
doubtless alarm the Government if the latter were no* already absorbed by the 
ever-widening breach between the different nationalities, but the Parhia- 
mentary situation is so complicated and confused that the Government have 
little time to turn their attention to anti-Semitism, even if it suited them to do 
SO.

On the Galician side the Jew wears this kaftan 
and ,“ pieas,” bat onthe Russian side he does not; therefore, you may at 
once know the Russian from the Gatiean Jews. Odd as it may soand this 
costume, the kaftan, skull-sap, and p eis has played an important part in the 
great matters of Jewish persecution. Let me tell you the story of that costume. 
When Katharine annexei Poland she poarm'tied the Jews to wear what they 
hked, Alexander 1. who reigned next did not pry much attention to religious 
matters. Nicholas, who succeeded, madé up his mind that there should be no 
difference between his people, and that both should dress alike. He adopted 
this course, not so much from religious motives, as from a desire to improve the 
stability of his throne and kingdom; and so he ordered that the Jew sthouli 
put off the kaftan and cut off the * pieas”” The Jews were startled by this. 
They thought this minor matter was the forerunner of a great inroad into their 
religious customs, Alexander Il. came next, and though he did not abolish the 
Law which required the Jew to dress the same as the rest of the population, he 
permitted it to fall into abeyance, and so they became agiin unlike one another, 
At this present moment during the reign of Alexander IIL. the regulation is 
practically non-operative. The Jews sometimes wear them, sometimes not. 
During my journey I passed an evening with an orthodox Galician Jew, and he 
assumed that the kaftan and “ pieas ’ were a serious matter. 
and a Christian a Christian” said he, “but those J 
Christians are neither Christians nor Jews.’

Alexander IIL. encouraged the Jewish people to bezome artisans, and made them 
join the artisan guilds, This he did in absolute goodwill, but the gautlds were 
not under Government control, and you see what a vista of corruption was 
opened up. It was within the competence of these guilds to mike the life 
of the Jew so miserable that he could not live, and once more they were 
driven back to.a pedlar’s life. What we have to say to Russia is this: Make 
these colonies possible, do not expert the Jews to become farmers in a sing'e 
vear, or even in a single generation; open all the guilds with absolute freedom 
and put them under Government control; open the professions, and if the 
Jew cannot do what his Christian fellow countrymen can, tell us and reprozch 
him then, 

THE HIRSCH SCILOOLS IN GALICIA,

A written 
otiicial confession of inhumanity and bentality—(CLond expressions of ap- 
proval and eries of “shame. )—So far as | can jadge there were no Jewish 
soldiers in the Russian Army down to Nicholas 1. He decided to dratt 
the Jews into the army, and in doing so was actuated by the one great desire to 
solidify his empire, Not content with this, he established military colleges for 
children, and little Jewish boys of eight and ten years of age were taken Into 
the military colleges, kept there for eleven years, and then drafted for another 
years on military duty. -P:eture to yourselves the recrutting sergeant 
taking up these little fellows ; imagine the father hiding his only son and having 
him ferreted out, and the mother pleiding for her little boy wao 1s not 
strong and unable to do hard work. All their pleadings are useless. Into 
the great waggon he gves, and away it trundles to Moscow and Kief 
with the mother and sisters trailing behind and the poor little victim looking 
back'ina daz2d, bewildered way to the villagethatheisleaving. When hehasserve! 
his time be is discharged. Hehasto gohome. Thereis only oue home to go 'O, 
he remembers the little Polish village he came frou when he was a little, tiny 
boy. When he arrives there the mother is gone and there is nothing left of th 
father except perhaps the rame on the gravestone in the cemetery. The sisters 
are all grown up and married, and they can just remember that when they were 
little girls their boy brother went away asasoldier, While he is gazing round he 
is accosted by an official who gruftiy demands to see his passport. He shows ut 
“You have been 35 years away. That is too long; you have no right to dwe!l 
here.” And so he becomes an outcast from the place where he was born, 
countries cannot be managed without such inhuman practices then in the name 
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of justice and mercy let them go down.—(At this point the audience was so 
di eply moved that forlsome minutes the lecture was Interrupted by an extra- 
ordinary scene of popular emotion.) 


THE PASSPORT IN) RUSSIA, 


If our friends of the Russo-Jewish Committee were here they would be able 
to tell us how many of the Jewish lmmigrants come over without passports, 
Roughly speaking I should say half of them. There are registered in 
Russia 3,800,000 Jews, Friends both in Russia and Germany assure me 
that the actual number is between five and six millions, It is therefore obvious 
that by far the greater part of these—not having legal rights to dwell in 
Russia—are those who want to cross the frontier. The passport in Russia is your 
life, Youcannot stirabout without it. Better lose your honour and integrity than 
lose your passport, There be ing no leg i] residence for il Jew he cannot cet “1 pass- 
port and he therefore trusts to bribing the officials. One of the biggest scoundrels 
of all is a Jew himself, I want you to remember the man's name and warn 
your friends in Russia. This man, whose name is Laiphon, is a liar and a 
thief. He will go on until something that he well deserves happens to him. 
This man goes to the persecuted Jews, says he comes from Baron Hirsch. 
and requires them to trust himimplicitly and give him all their money. He takes 
them to the frontier which is a long broad stretch of marshy ground. Arrived 
there the scoundrel’s manceuvres are arranged. He leads these people in the 
darkress of night to an unfrequented part of the frontier where there are no 
guards and there he tells them to cross. Wet and cold with their little ones 
erving in their arms and their packs and bundles on their backs, they begin to 
cross the frontier. When they are hilf way over they hear the rattle of 
armed men, ‘This is another trick of this scoundrel. The fugitives ery out to 
him to save them and he tells them that the only way is to give the soldiers 
everything. They take off even their coats and hats and if ever they reach 
Austria it is without a coin in their pockets, even without the veriest rags to 
their backs. In the morning the traitor is gone. If it were not for the Russian 
Border Committees the refugees would starve.—(The description of the crossing 
of the frontier, as given by the speaker, was repeatedly broken by expressions 
of deep feeling on the part of the audience.) 

THE EXPULSIONS. FROM KIEF AND © Moscow,

I want to tell you why the Jews are being expelled 
They were restricted to the towns after — having. 

benevolent but weak rule of Alexander IL, been permitted to live 
any where. They began to live everywhere and anywhere so 
far back as 1856, It was not until a great event happened that they were able 
to realise that they were not allowed so to live, Alexander IIL. was assassinated 
by Revolutionists, or Nihilists as they are coinmonly called. This body was 
composed Of the educated classes, and was found to include some Jews. What 
ought to bave been done when it was discovered that there were Jews among 
the Nihilists was to hang the guilty men and let the work of freedom go on. 
But the work of a few atfected the whole Jewish poople, for it was only in IS) 
that the Jews realised that they must go out of Moscow. There was a circle 
put round the Jewish quarter in Moscow, those who could escaped, but those 
who were in their beds were taken from their houses, and then you know what 
happened, They were driven to the railway station ia the cold and darkness, 
Mothers cried tor their children; fathers praying and cursing in the same 
breath; and when the trains came up they were crowded into them. The 
carriages lad no seats and were stinp!y cattle trucks: they were put into these 
and then carried off amid the noise and the screaming. The awful fright 
was so great that women were known to have given birth to children and their 
babes to have died. I want tv tell you one sad story before Lconclude, It was not 
only in the cities of Moscow and Kief that the Jews suffered these hardships, 
In the little villages they suffered more. A woman came into the committee 
room at Cracow, young and beautiful, with three children; one an infant in 
her arms, two little children by her side. She told us her husband had been a 
small merchant when he received notice of expulsion. He avoided this by 
bribing the officials with three hundred roubles. After six months had elapsed, 
the official returned, and’as the Jew had not another bribe to offer, he told his 
wife that she must go to her father’s house ; he would go to America and send 
money for her to follow him. She went to her father’s house, but she also 
received notice of expulsion, Her father was in a terrible state of mind ; he 
realised that if he kept an expelled person in his house he too would be liable to 
expulsion. In the night she carried her little ones out into the dark street, and 
hid them in a cellar where she lived with them for two months, Every night 
her father brought food for her, and dropped it down the cellar, This went on 
until the elder boy died ; she told her friends who were ina dreadful plight, as 
to how to take the body away. The following night they found out they were 
watched, and if they attempted to remove tle body they would be arrested. 
This poor woman then made up her mind to bury the body in the cellar, She 
dug the grave, and after hushing her children to sleep, she was in the act of bury- 
ing the body, when there came a noise. It was her friends who had come to 
remove the body.—(Loud expressions of indignation and renewed cries of 
Shame,’’) 

THE JEWISH. HOPE STILL SURVIVES. 


When I think how such persecution as this has been repeated, I wonder 
how the old hope of your people can live in spite of all; the hope of a 
day that is coming when you shall return to the land of your fathers, But 
after so much suffering, and after such long waiting, I do not wonder if in 
the bitterness of despair, you sometimes cry in your hearts, “ How long, O 
Lord, how long.” When [ think of this hope of your people, I remember 
that last bitter experience of the sailor who is lost at sea. He 1s lying adrift on 
unknown waters, he has neither bread to eat nor water to drink, the fierce sun 1s 
beating on his head, when suddenly a blessed moment of unconsciousness comes 
o'er him and a sweet dream rises before his fevered eyes of a little peaceful 
home, with the grey church, the cottage with the smiling female faces that beckon 
him to come home: but the moment passes away and he wakes to the grim 
reality that he is still adrift on the unknown seas, and with a wild shriek he 
leaps into the sea. God knows how many of your people have been lost to you. 
Who shall say, whether it be by force or by God's own guidance, that the 
children of Israel, after years of persecution, shall not return to the land that 
was given to their fathers as an inheritance. That may be an idle dream, but 
whether it is a dream or not, and God forbid that it should be but an idle dream, 
it is keeping hope in the hearts of the down-trodden of your people. In my 
travels I found the old hope everywhere. Wherever the Jews are despised 
the fire burns strongest. It burned in the East where your people followed at 
the feet of Judas Maccabwas: it burned in the West in the time of the I wer 
genets, and it burns in Russia this day where the rule of one min Is being uphe 
at the cost of the suffering of six million people, and it will continue to nae 
ong as man is unjust to man.—( Loud cheers, amid which Mr. Caine sat down, 
having been listened to for nearly an hour and a half).

There were none more ardent for secular duecation th were 
the Jewish subjects of the Czar. and he firmly belivved that if no greater hard- 
ships had been imposed upon them the schools would have been ™m re lar ral y 
attended. As regards the agricultural colonies. writers had written conc ning 
the great enthusiasm with which the Jews stayed in the colonies of Nichol Ls, und 
were quite nthusi istic ab the hard WoOTK which th eolonists -« 
themselves. In reference tothe type of Jew which Mr. Caine found largely repre- 
sented in (ralicia and other frontier towns he b heved that there 
most prominent and that was the artizan who worked hard. and was unrivalled 
for extraordinary sobriety. Speaking recently at a gathering of t) 
Mr. Hall Caine had said: “ [can conceive of no prouder . al 
none nobler fora Christian, than to stand in a time of dark oppression as 
Ly ssing stood, face to face with all inhuman and unchristian ene s of the 
Jewish people, and denounce them as the enemies of justice and mankind.” H 
had indeed stood up that evening fully worthy of realizing that great ideal,

THE MINISTER AND THE MISSION, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sik.—As one who is, in some degree, responsible for the introduction into 
East London work of the newest of those Guilds which are severely criticised 
by your esteemed correspondent, Mr. F. D. Mocatta, will you permit me to 
offer him and the community an explanation of the purpose of my own organi- 
sation and a suggestion as to that of othera ? I think Mr. Mocatta must see in 
the multiplication of charitable agencies the indication of a growing and wider 
spreading desire to cope with the increasing claims on the community of the 
best service that men and womencan render each other, and that Jews and 
Jewesses can render their race . id their religion. Considering how long the 
burden of the duty of the many hes been he roically borne by the game recurring 
few, this indication must, to communal workers such as the members of the 
Board of Guardians, in all reason, be assuredly welcome. I speak of the work 
that is now being done in London with the deference of one who has but just 
come to take part in it. but little as | have seen, it has been enough 
to show perfectly distinctly that there /* overlapping of work, there 1s plurality 
of visitation, there is some unevenness of distribution, and there is no 
little davger that the best meant efforts may possibly result in forcing the poor 
into the groove of dependence, out of which it 1s the truest of all charity entirely 
to lift them. Having been fortunate enough to secure the co-operation of 
members of my congregation for forming a mission from my synagogue to the 
district assigned to me by the Chief Rabbi in Fast London, it was certainly my 
hope that I might find a free field for cur work, one that might be left entirely 
to our efforts, 

It was not our intention to go to the district essentially as alms- 
givers, of that [shall have a word to say presently. lL had no idea, however, 
until [ actually commenced the work, how hard it really was, how enormous 
for the purpose of any effectual result is the apparently small district assigned 
toa West End minister, and I say with pleasure, how far-reaching the work of 
the Board of Guardians seems to be. Though not at all working as an alms- 


giver, yet it is impostible for anyone to affect to visit the destitute 
with any’ good result without relieving their !immediate wants, and 


Ll have placed myself and my Guild at the service of the Board as willing 
investigators ofcases which reach them independently from our district, and as 
equally willing assistants from our own resources In cases when what the Board 
can do should be supplemented, or when the Board might with advantage be 
dispensed with altogether. We give no relief without consulting the Board, 
we do not give any without informing the Board of what we have done: and 
this, I think Mr. Moecatta will agree, is hardly an attitude on the part of our 
(;uild to which the most member of the Board call possibly take cXcep- 
tion, 

This we are prepared to continue to do as long as the Board, which gives 
us recognition as its investigators, will recognise also the recommendation which 
we make as the result of faithful and eareful examination. But there is 
another charity than the giving of alms, another work than that of a Board 
of Guardians, one which is so urgently needed that there cannot possibly be 
too many forces in operation to prosecute it. I refer to the relief of the 
spiritaal destitution which exists so largely, and which I regret to think is, in 
proportion, so little understood and so little met. Your columns have many 
timesafforded me opportunitics.of urging that it is a mistake to think that the 
best work of ministers is that which they do in the pulpits of their synagogues. In 
the full consciousness of its being perhaps unwelcome and likely to become 
contested, I donot hesitate to say that in real missionary work we are, as a 
community, deficient, and we compare unfavourably with other denominations 
who, with what we hold to be less powerful truths to teach. gain more hold 
upon the masses by the sterling quaility of the min to man personal influence 
which as ministers of religion they deem it their duty to bring upon their more 
neglectful brethren. 

We have been too long accustomed to sit in the synagogue waiting 
for the people to come. We should have been out long since to seek 
them and to impel them. We speak oferecting synagogues as though they were 
hives to which there were swarms ready to crowd. Before the synagogue, long 
before, should come the missionary minister with a deep sympathy and love for 
his poorer brethren, with an intimate knowledge of the makings of their lives and 
with a recognition of the opportunitiesof personal contact and influence which a 
synagogue service does not supply. When men and women begin to learn that 
though they do not belong toa synagogue, there isa minister who Is at their service 
and belongs to them, when struggling toilers learn in their homes and their 
workshops to know the religion which leads them to patience and to hope, then 
and only then they will follow those who have so guided them to any synagogues 
where their ministrations will be received. We can afford to wait for the 
synagoguesin East London. We have been waiting too long for the Minister and 

Mission. | 

How poor has been our grasp of this great work may be gathered from 
the one fact alone that the Berkeley Sireet Synagogue with all its resources, 
with its high ideals and its large surplus, has not yet recognised that there is a 
field for missionary labour where the seeds may be sown of reforms which will 
generate no disputes but unqualified communal good, unstinted communal 
gratitude. Five years of this work would have been worth the fifty of synagogue 
reform, Such a half century of neglected opportunity brings Berkeley Street 
down to our own unlovely record of singing drones who have mocked the 
orthodox Ministry and hindered its Mission. 

And now, Sir, having said so much, let me go one step farther and say this 
that firmly as 1 believe in the mission so firmly do I believe that the missioner should 
bean Englishman. If there is a lesson to English Jews in what Mr. Hall 
Caine told us last Sunday night, surely that lesson is this. Between external 
yersecution and internal training by the “little Rabbis” our unfortunate 

tussian coreligionist is badly off indeed. Vibe Russian has made him shy of 
the stranger, the little Rabbi has cramped his religious ideas, In the frame of 
mind which inevitably supervenes, the English Jewish missioner can alone 
combine our duty towards him and towards this country of his adoption, and 
if we make the honest endeavour to give ourselves the ‘hecessary qualification 
then even from Russian persecution may eventually arise a blessing for him 
and for us a new source of impregnable strength for Jews and for Judaism.

BOARD OF GUARDIANS FOR THE 
JEWISH POOR.

THE RELIEF OF THE 


SiR, Year after year the vexed subject comes up again, as to the in- 
sufficient support accorded to the Board ot Guardians, and year after year the 
dissatisfaction on this score growsand increases. Surely there must be some good 


reasons for the cause and its result, and there is no doubt that if th 
fairly met, the Board would be a great gainer. Ce ee 


One reason is, that a large proportion of the community—who do not 


| Payne, the indefatigable head-master, 


belong to the synagogues,—are not approached in any way. They do not 
receive the appeals which go forth every winter, and even if they did get them 
the results would probably be »//. Various suggestions have from time to time 
been made as to the best method of arousing the interest of those who live 
practically “ outside of the pale,” but up to the present no decided action has 
been taken in the matter, although this question is one which demands tho 
most serious attention from all who desire to secure the greatly-needed wide, 
support of our charities. 

Another reason, (I say it in no unkind spirit), lies with the Board itself. 

Formerly its resources were commensurate with the work which it hid 
to perform. Now, they are utterly disproportionate. I do not refer to fund. 
though these are sorely needed; but to WoRKERS, and more especially to such as 
are required on the Relief and other Committees. We all know that these 
require more workers, but is any attempt made to secure fresh strength’? {x jt 
not a most difficult and tedious process, if not practically impossible, to become 
a member ofany of these overtaxed Committees ? 

It may be said that the list of NAMes onthe Committees is complete, that 
there is no vacancy; but do these names actually represent workers on the C yp. 
mittees or not ? Andif not, why should such names not be relegated to the list 
of subscribers, and why should not additional workers be secured ? Each working 
member of the Relief Committees (who serves on the rota) has now to work 
like six men rolled into one—and as for the paid officials, every one knows that 
they are overworked bevond all measure. Therefore. the cases which come 
before the Relief Committees must often be treated ina mos‘ perfunctory 
manner, 

Mr. B. L. Cohen,in his appeal which appeared in your colurans last week. 
in one respect contirms what I have stated. He says, * The Relicf Committes 
sat continuously for eight hours last Thursday (2 till 10 p.m.). dealing wit) 
150 cases.”’ The word “ dealing” is singularly appropriate, for how is it possible 
to give more than the most superficial attention to cases whic. occupy on an 
average barely two minutes of the timeof the Committee. Consequently it is 
necessary to rely solely on the judgmentof the Investigating Oihcer who in his 
turn has to visit numberless cases in a day, and who also can give only a 
very few moments to each case. And yetsuch asystem is expected to enlist 
the full sympathies of the public! The Board wants funds, no doubt ; 
but it equally wants MORE WORKERS, men and women, who will 
investigate carefully and thoroughly, not hurriedly, and whose judgment 
concerning the cases they have investigated will be accepted and followed up. 
That their work shonld be aided by the experience of the paid investigating 
officer is most desirable, but it is not desirable that the whole burden shou'd 
fall upon him alone, as it does now, 

lor years past the Ladies of the Visitation Committee have visited in tho 
homes of the poor, but 1s their opinion usually acceptel as tinvl and acted 
upon? And yet it is only by a division of labour that the Board can hop. to 
keep the full measure of public confidence and battle with the enormous amount 
of work which falls to its share. 

It may be urged that with a wider financial support the Boird could afford 
t> keep more paid officials, but meanwhile, why not enlist the sympathy and 
co-operation of unpaid workers 7 There are many men and women willing and 
able to give up a part of their time to charity, though the Board gives them 
but little encouragement to do so, Sir Julian Goldsmid, in his able address to 
the Russo-Jewish Committee on December 2ad, spoke of the prevailing unwilling- 
ness to allow new men to take their share in public duty. He observed 
“venerally, 1 regret to say, it has become the habit a little too much to rely upon 
elder men who have done a large amount of work,.and not to draw upon the 
fund of useful energy in the rising generation. which is capable of doing a 
much good work as those who have gone before. ‘There is the latent capieity 
and it only requires to be called out, and I should like to see young mien join 
not only in this work, but in all communal work.’ 

If the Board would encourage new active workers in its midst: not only 
would its working powers increase in the sam? ratio as its numbors, but fresh 
life, energy and action would be infused into an orginism which now 
threatened with decry. If the Board would encourage the formation of branches 
in varions districts, so as to establish Visiting and Canvassing Committees, and 
if it would admit representatives of each branch to the Parent Committees of the 
Board, not only would it obtain immense accessions of strength, but public 
contidence would revive, and the funds would profit proportionately. 

If those who have already won-their laurels on the fields of charitadle 
labour will permit and invite the co-operation of the younger generation, they 
will best further the interests of the good work, which they all have at heart.

I was not aware that Mr. Stern had discontinued the Sabbath Classes, and 
I should think it likely that, with his well-known zeal for the spiritual welfare 
of his flock, he will soon enlist the assistance of a suflicient number of local 
volunteer workers to enable hiin to re-openthem,more especially for the benefit 
of those children who do not attend the Stepney Jewish Schools, bub receive 
their instruction in Board and other schools.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sirn,—My attention has been called to the letter of “A Parent” which 
appeared in your columns of last week. As the founder of the Sabbath Classes 
referred to, I naturaily feel called upon to offer some explanation as to their 
collapse. But before explaining the cause of the failure of the Classes, you will, 
perhaps, allow me say a few words concerning their inception. Soon after [ 
entered upon my ministerial duties here it became apparent to me that the 
Sabbath would become both a happier and a holier day for the children of the 
district if they could be brought for an hour or so intoa more religious atmos: 
phere than that which pervades the homes of most of them. My suggestion to 
establish Sabbath Classes was warmly received by my friends, Mr. Marcus N. 
Adler, the esteemed President of the Stepney Schools, and by Mr, W. Ashe 

The former very readily placed the 
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echool-rooms at my disposal, and the latter sent me the scholars with whom 

to fill them, and by his presence and advice assisted very materially in the 

work of organization. Ina very short space of time we had close upon three 

hundred little ones eager to devotea part of their Sabbath to the study of Holv 

Writ,and the chanting of sacred song. But school-rooms and scholars do 
not makea Sabbath school. Another clement—and it wili be admitteda most impor- 
tant one—is a band of competent and willing teachers. However, our difliculties 
with regard to an adequate teaching staff, were surmounted. and our Classes were 
started in due course. Of those who originally constituted the teaching staff 

Mr. J. Kossick, of Old Castle Street Board School, to whose practical sympathy 
and active co-operation the carrying on of the Classes till now is mainly due. alone 
rom The others have been rmpelled from various ciuses to vive up the 
work, For example, Miss Sions (now Head Mistress of the Jews’ Infant 
School, Buckle Street), and Mr. E, Norden. senior assistant teacher at Stepney 
Schools, no longer reside in the district, and Mr. M, Adler. formerly of Jews’ 
College, has since been called to the ministry of the Hammersmith Synagogue. 
Such teachers are not easily replaced, and my inability to fill the vacancies that 
have arisen is the cause of the closing of the Classes, I must also plead guilty 
to hay Ing failed to uive that amount of personal superintendence and attention 
to detail that are so necessary for the successful carrying out of such an under- 
tiking, but my excuse must be the absorbing and extended nature of the work 
Lam called upon to perform in connection with my ministry here, and its rapid 
and ever increasing growth around me, 

A fortnight since, when f had the privilege of occupying the pulpit of the 
Now West End Synagogue, I pointed out the urgent necessity that exists for 
the active co-operation of the laity with the clergy in the East End of London, 
ard the letter of “ A Parent” is a practical commentary upon my appeal.

}) ople, I inust uuburden ny mind, Mr. bditor, or the consequences will be upon 
the head of your correspondent, I—hbeing also a “ non-commercial to my 
inner self: “Lean meet commercial Judaism, or political Judaism, or civic 
dudaism anywhere. Many of the London clabs are open to these phases of 
Angio-Jewish life. I have met coreligionists under such conditions often 
enough, and I hope to meet them again and agiin on similar terms. But now 
ihe emancipation of our race among this great nation of which we forma small 
Lraction, 1s complete, the tiiae has come tor us to show our non-Jewish com- 
patriots the effect of emancipation upon intellectual Judaism. We imust put our 
best foot forward. We must show that our race when placed on an equal toot- 
ny With the nations among which we dwell cau contribute to the advancement 


ol the arts and sciences, the music and literature, and, in short, to the 
intellectual life of these nations as well as to their material prosperity. For 
this purpose, we must be seleet in the sense of enrolling on!y those who by-their 
pursuits come within the scope of the proposed association. ‘The annals of our 


cities, the recognised commercial abilities of our people, the civic and municipal 
distinction won by Jews, all testify to the capacities of our race in these direc- 
tions, “Now, let us confront intellectual Britain (said I again to. my inner self) 
with the best tatellects that we can gather from among our people. Let us show 
vur compatriots that as we have graduated in their estimation in the brotherhood 
of commerce and finance. so we now claim to be received into the larger and 
lnore cosmopolitan brotherhood of intellect,” 
_ “ir, the Maccab:eans seemed to me in my innocence to be an organisation 
just suited to discharge this function. I applied for admission, and had the 
honour of being elected. Although only about a year old, the Society or Club, 
or whatever your non-commercial correspondent may call us, has already 
succeeded in bringing together a number of men of whose existence, occupations 
and intellectual calibre, I, in my heathenish isolation, had no conception. The 
result on the whole, I was beginning to think, is not discreditable to English 
Judaism, If we go on like this,tuought I, we shall pass muster ; we shall justify 
our existence, I, personally, shall come to know coreligionists as brothers in 
race apart from those backslidings in ceremonial which I was afraid of being 
guilty of.

JEWS AND THE ARMY, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE,’ 

Sik.—Will youpermit me to use your columns to reply to the coreligionists, 
regular, volunteer and civilian. who have drawn my attention to a paragraph 
in the last issue of a popular weekly, and have begged me to “correct ” it 
This paragraph ran: “ There are nineteen Jews in the British Army. Som: 
people may be surprised to hear that the number is so large.’ Some corres- 
pondents having deemed the last sentence a sareasm, I duly interviewed the 
“fighting editor” of the periodical in question, but he with great courtesy 
deprecated the employment of the arguments peculiar to the department under 
his control, assuring me that so far from conveying any sircasm, the expression 
was only of gratified surprise that the number of Jews who had voluntarily 
taken up a sharein the task of preparation for the defence of their homes and 
dear ones, was greater than could be counted on the tingers of one hand. 

The popular impression, it seems, ts that thereare no Jews included among 
the defensive forces of the country. This is of course a mistaken ITM pPressio! 
Nineteen was the total reported twelve months ago, and | know of a fair 
number of Jews who have enlisted since then, It must be remembcred that 
there are also several Jewish Off rs, not included in this return of rank and 
file. Further, the metropolitan and some other Militia battalions have Jews in 
their ranks (there was a Jewish militiaman interred in the burial ground of th. 
Aldershot Hebrew Congregation last summer). And all classes of our com- 
munity are fairly represented in the Volunteer Force. 

But with even the most liberal estimate of the number of our young men who 
thus so commendably evidence pitriotic sentiment, it Is none the lees true that 
we still permit grounds to exist for the popular impression to which Tf alluded 
above. (Crreatly as the present is an Improvement ou the past, the future will 
have to be a still greater improvement on the present. Until there are at least 
five hundred Jews serving in Her Majesty's Regular Army, we shall not b 
contributing our proper proportion to the defensive forees of the Empire. 

Of course, it 1s quite easy to demonstrate that our present deficiency 1s du 
to causes remote from the absence of a sense of civic responsibility. I may 
ones more point out that it was only three years ago that Jewish soldiers were 
first authoritatively classed as members of a separate religious body, which fact 
itself points to an appreciable increase in their numbers about that time. Then, 
too, British-born Jews are, to a very great extent, so situated in life that occu- 
pations other than the military profession, whether in its higher or its lower 
grades, are readily found for their sons. Again, the Jews of the lower middle 
and working classes are generally but one generation removed from personal 
observation or experience of the unfair hardships imposed upon the Jewish 
soldier in the less civilised lands of Eastern Europe, and do not fully realise 
how entirely different is the state of affairs in the British Service. Last, and 
by no means least, comes the glaringly absurd notion that to be a British soldier 
necessarily implies an utter disregard of the institutions of Judaism. I say 
glaringly absurd, because I observe young Jews encouraged to turn to occupa- 
tions in which ;t is not less difficult for them to attend to their religious dutis 
than it would be for the Jewish soldier. Jewish commercial travellers, for 
instance, who attach weight to the dietary laws observe them without serious 
inconvenience ; and the Jewish soldier who had conscientious scruples on the 
subject would find no more difficulti-s in his way than a fair amount of pluc; 
could overcome. In the Indian Army, religious and caste susceptibilities in 
just this matter of food have proved to British officers that such sentiments 
may co-exist with military zeal and efliciency. It issimply ridiculous to imagine 
that a red coat makes a man less pious than acoat of any other colour. In 
times of peace, too, Private Cohen can always exchange turns with Private 
Atkins when fatigue or similar duty falls to him on the Sabbath, 

But in days when these and other religious institutions are unfortunately 
neglected, rather than observed, by our young men, it is obviously 
beside the mark to allege pietistic feeling as an excuse for the communa! 
failure to rise as yet to the tull height of this particular responsibility 
of British citizenship. Rather is an explanation to be found in the fact that 
Israel has not yet had full time to cleanse his garments of the mud that has 
been so profusely flung over him during the long tragedy of the dark centuries. 
Habituate a man to expect kicks from you, and when you discontinue hacking 
his shins, you will have to give him time before he realises that be can stand up 
at your side to join you m kicking your common adversary. Undoubtedly, 
there exists a feeling among the sections of our community that mght more 
freely contribute recruits to Her Mzjesty’s Army, thatif they enlist they wil! 
have to face racial prejudice. How otherwise than by the prevalence of such 
an apprehension are we to account for the fact that for each Israelite in our 
Army who has declared himself a Jew, there are probably tive Israelites who 
on enlistment c':ssed themselves as Christians? And this continues 
to be the case since 15%) when “Jews’ were first specified in the “ Queen + 
Regulations” as a recognised persuasion. But such an apprebeasion 
is altogether groundless, and even unreasonable. The attitude of the 
higher military <«authorites is liberal apd considerate in every Wa). 
My military congregants tell me they bave met from their comrades nothing 
more objectionable than good bumoured and friendly “chal. much 1s 
this the case that although 1 have officiated at Aldershot a few —— : 
some Jewish soldiers who had thus foolishly d sguised their orig, 
approached me with a view to their rejoiming their brethren, aud obtaining 
permission to attend our Hebrew Service. the al 

I am one of those who, as Jews, look upon militarism as One © the evils 0 


the age, Yet there is a vast difference between 4 soldierly, and a warlike, spirit 
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And since the motto of the British Army is necessarily “ Defence »ot Defiance,’ ’ 


the most ardently peace-loving Jew may look with sympathy upon coreligionists 
who wear its uniform, remembering that these not merely exhibit the highest 
form of unselfishness, by being prepired to give their lives, if need be, topreserve 


to the world the blessing of the Pax Britannica, but that when they go back to 
civil life they will be all the better citizens for their seven years of moral 


and physical discipline. Wherefore wake up, young men, paled and bent by the 


servitude of the sweater’s den, crowded out of trades that spell starvation 
alternately with a fevered risk of toil ; here is an occupation for you in which 
you may become men and not michines, citizens and not slaves, supports and 


not burdens, protectors of your fellows and not obstacles in their path, a source 


of honour to the Jewish nam:2 and not an excuse for those who would drag it 


in the mire.

The Jewish Soup Kitchen in Fashion Street, Spitalfields, was opened for 
the winter on Monday evening last. There was an unusually large. gathe 
of the clergy and of lay supporters of the institution, the latter incly 
several ladies. Among the visitors were the patrons, the Chief Rabbi. who was 
accompained by Mrs, Adler, and the Chief Rabbi of the Spanish and Porty.

In view of the strictures often passel on the length of time 
the poor people were kept waiting outside whilst numerous speecties 
were being made inside the building, it is interestipg to record that 


this year the speeches were few in number and commendably brief. Tho 
arrangements of the Kitchen were admirably carried ovt by the superintendent 
Mr. I. L. Defries. Many of the visitors partook of cups of soup and there was 
but one opinion as to its nutritious character. It was evident that there had 
been an unstinted use of meat in the preparation of the soup. The Committee 
with the view of obtaining contributions in small amounts, have distributed 4 
qiantity of shilling donation receipt book: among lady canvasiers. Each 
book contains 15) receipts, and as the cost of aspecial dinner is £15- any lady 
who disposes of two books will have the privilege of the dinner being given in 
her name, 

Mr, ALrrep L, Conen, the President, opened the proceedings by giving a 
short account of the operations of the Kitchen in the winter of I8/-(2. The 
charity had given away 116,000 portions, consisting of 58,000 loaves of bread. 
weighing ‘'ob ewt., 1.486 stone of meat, and 20/0 gallons of soup. But for the 
help which had been received from some few friends, the Kitchen would have 
had to be closed before the ordinary time. Mr. Cohen said he would ask his 
hearers to think what the diminution in extra distmbutions on special 
evenings, which had been only eight against thirty in the previous — year. 
meant. It me-nt great suffering to large numbers of men, women, and 
particularly to little children. Some criticism had been made against the Soup 
Kitchen that it tended to lower wages. He was glad the criticism had been 
made, for five years ago when he became President one of the first subjects to 
which he addressed himself was that the relief given by the Soup Kitchen must 
not be a rate in aid to lower wages. It must be remembered that the Kitchen 
was opened only three or four months,and no one heard of wages being lowered 
during that time. Another charge was against their officers, who it was alleged 
did not do justice to the poor. As to that charge, he wished to say that it was 
the practice of the Committee to pay their olticials well, and they knew that 
these men did their duties well. The charge had also been made against the 
clergy and the laity that they were lacking in sympathy with the poor, With 
increasing powers, increasing numbers, and with far increased ability, the Clergy 
gave ungrudging and Jaborious aid to the poor, and the presence of so many of 
their body that evening was evidence of their interest in the institution, 
for it was well known that a great portion of the funds was 
collected by the clergy. He begged them not to resent the charge that had 
been made, for the starving man did not weigh his words with accuracy. Butif 
the allegation was absolutely untrue as regards the clergy, he was not quite sure 
that there was as much sympathy with the poor onthe part of the younger laity 
as in olden times. Perhaps he himself was a fogey, but he saw old contributors 
dyiog off, and did not discern among young men the energy and will to replace 
them. The Soup Kitchen had tried to afford means for everybody to help the 
poor; the Committee had opened up fresh channels for obtaining financial 
ussistance even in small amounts, so that charity might flow as of old and broaden 
the stream of benevolence, linking together thereby all classes, the high and the 
low, the rich and the por. Mr. Cohen announced that the Chief Rabbi and 
Mrs. Adler had beaded the list of Special Evenings with a dinner in commemo- 
ration of their Silver Wedding, vpon which, in the name of the Committee he 
heartily congratulated them, and he concluded by presenting Mr. B.S. Ellis, the 
Hon. Secretary, with a silver salver, subscribed for by the Committee in 
recognition of the valuable services he rendered to the Charity. 

Mr. Evtis briefly acknowledged the gift. 

The Curer Raps, in thenking Mr. Cohen for bis congratulations, energeti- 
cally and indignantly repudiated the accusation of one who assumed to be but 
was not the representative of the working men, that the wealthy Jews had no 
sympathy with the poor. They need only read the energetic appeal of the 
President of the Board of (;uardians, who, despite his numerous occupations, 
still found time to go almost day by day to its offices; they need only look to 
the devoted services given to the Communal Institutions generally, to be 
convinced how utterly falsc, how shamefully libellous the charge was. At 
the same time it must be confessed that the outside fringe did not assist 
oe endeavours of the workers with the same zeal as might be expected of 
them. 

The Rev. Dr. Gastrr, in proposinga vote of thanks to the President and 
Committee, said that the community had been told that much time was wasted 
in making speeches at the openirg of the Kitchen. The speeches were not made 
for purposes of self-laudation, and he hoped that the remarks of the President 
and the Chief Rabbi would go fortb, and thus bring to the knowledge of the 
community the good work that was being done in a remote corner of the East 
End. It had also been said that the Kitchen tended to pauperise. He had 
made careful investigation, and it could be proved that families, after apply1ng 
for a year or two, were enabled in subsequent years to dispense with charity, 
having by their energy and with the help of God, raised themselves from a state 
of poverty. 

Mr. E. L. Mocarra seconded the motion, which was acknowledged by Mr. 
A. L. CoueEn,

jie original” edition of the Children of the Ghetto has now appeared 


This statement may seem absurd, since everybody knows that Mr. Zangwill’s 
great work was published in London several weeks back by Mr. Heinemann 
and that the whole of the first edition is already disposed of. But facts are 
stubborn, and the edition now published in America is the erivinu! edition. 
The truth is that Mr. Zangwill wrote the book for the Jewish Publication 
Society of America and the prior appearance in England was caused by the 
delay of the American printers. No copies of the English edition have, how- 
ever, been sent across the Atlantic, so that American Jews will now for the 
first time have an opportunity of judging Mr, Zangwill’s book, 

It is impossible to doubt what that verdict will be. In England the 
unanimity of praise has been extraordinary. The literary papers, the dailies 
and weeklies, the religious organs, have agreed with one voice in accepting Mr. 
Zangwill’s novel as a masterpiece, Cabinet Ministers have read it and praised 
it; in literary circles it has been a topic of general interest. But, best of all, 
Jewish readers have on the whole received the book in the right spirit. I have 
heard a few denunciations here and there; but the almost universal opinion in 
our own community is not only that the book is essentially true but that it 
will, on the whole, further the cause of Judaism in this country, 


A well-known man of letters, who is not a Jew, said tomé: “ Yes, séme of 


the scenes ate sordid, some of the characters are mean, But think of the 
surroundings! Where, outside the Ghetto will you find such ideals, such real 
life; sucha union of religion and morality, IL think Mr, Zangwill’s East-end 
Jews put other East-enders to the blush,” 


The American edition is in two volumes, and there are some verbal 
differences, due perhaps to Mr. Zangwill’s not revisingall the proofs—but of that 
I have no knowledge, I am merely guessing. ‘The chief distinction of the 
American edition is the glossary! Well, if Scott's novels have glossaries, why 
not Mr. Zangwill’s ’ It might be useful if Mr. Zangwill gave a glossary when 
his novel is reprinted in this country, Still, several Christian friends have told 
me that they found little difficulty in following Mr. Zangwill’s narrative and 
dialogue—the author really explains all the jargon, (# Joo, But the glossary is 
interesting and well done. Is it by Dr. Cyrus Adler’ Only one or two entries 
are curious and perhaps doubtful. I do not understand ¢.y, ° //echa:an, a portion 
of the ritual,” nor why a Meskuwmmad is described as an“ apostate, especially one 
who becomes a Christian missionary,”’ But these aresmall points. The glossary 
as a whole is excellently done, 


I should add that the American edition has a sub-title, and the front page 
runs thus: “ Children of the Ghetto, being Pictures of a Peculiar People.” Mr. 
Zangwill originally intended to put this sub-title in the English edition, but was 
over-ruled. Had the author's instinct been allowed free play, some captious 
criticism would have been anticipated and rendered inappropriate. Mr, 
Zangwill will do well to restore his original title when the new English edition 


appears, 


The “Children of the Ghetto” already figures in the catalogue of the 
British Museum, Hebrew books which have been in the library fora generation 
are not yet catalogued. Verily, the ways of librarians are erratic, But in the 
National Library such delays as have occurred in bringing the Hebrew Catalogue 


up to date should not be possible. 
The December number of the Brann-Kaufmann Monatsschri/t 18 an advance 
_On its predecessors, Prof. Kaufmann’s own short contribution 1s interesting 
and might be followed up even further, “ Euphemieen,” Prof. Kaufmann 


calls them: I hardly know whether the word is invented for the occasion—it is 
at least apt. The articles in the Wonatssh-ift are commendably concise, and 
there is a useful Bibliographical summary, though it is rather late in the day to 
classify the Jewish literature of 15/1, One hardly knows, too, whether it is 
best to include every new book or to discriminate and note only the best. Each 
method has its advantages, 


One cannot but regret that a new edition of Kisenmenger’s “Judaism 


Unveiled” (Entdecktes Judenthum) is now being published at a very low price 
and is on sale at Luzac and Co, Will the new edition be provided with notes, 
pointing out Eisenmenger’s blunders and misrepresentations ? Hardly. Then 
why re-print a book whose venomous character is as clear as its mistakes ? When 
Eisenmenger first wrote, nearly 2) years ago, the Jews did weil to dread the 
publication of his threatened “ exposure,” they did well eventoattempt, as they 
did, to prevent it from being permitted to appear, for in those days a wicked 
book spelt death to Jews, 


Now, we merely protest against the work as inaccurate, ignorant and even 
where verbally true, one-sided and therefore false. It is a higgledy-piggledy 
of the worst kind; Jewish writers are quoted side by side, who in fact were 
divided in time by gaps of centuries ; authorities of the first rank are cited in 
the same breath with obscure and little-regarded compilers. Eisenmenger, to 
use Grraetz’s words, “ repeated all that had ever been invented by saintly sim- 
plicity, priestly fraud, or excited fanaticism, and had been imputed to the 
Jews.’ Such a book only deserved to be rescued from its old illegible type 
for one purpose—as a weapon for anti-Semitism for whose adherents uo tools 
are too dirty, no methods teo foul. Fortunateiy,. however, the days are past 
when the news that such a publication was imminent would strike fear into 
every Jewish heart, 

“Is the Revised Version a failure *"" The useful interchange of ideas as 
to the merits of the Revised Version of the Bible continues to form an interest- 
ing item of the Evpositeury Times. In the December number of that excellent 
monthly thirteen opinions are printed. We were hardly prepared to _ find so 
striking aunanimity of opinion in favour of the new version, nor so clear a 
preof that it is growing in popularity with the general public. Jews from 
the first hailed the Revised Version as an indubitable improvement on the 
Authorised, It is almost universally employed in Jewish schools, and in 
Jewish pulpits the texts are, 1] should think invariably, quoted from the Revised 
Version, It is needless to point out the reasons that have caused this preference 
they may be summed up by saying that the Revised Version ts a more scholarly 
work and better reproduces the original. What more «ed besaidin favour of 
what after all is only a translation’ Unfortunately too many Englishmen— 
many Jews among them—seem to think that the Bible was written in English 


in the reign of James I. 


Mr. Joseph Jacobs has now added to his many admirable publications a 
dainty little volume on Tennyson (D. Nutt, London, 18/2), This booklet 
contains Mr. Jacobs's obituary of the late Laureate which originally appeared in 
the Academy, and well deserves an independent life. But the volume contains 
more than this. It includes an elaborate literary study of the Ze Memoriam, 
and will do a great deal towards making the scheme and connection of the 
various sections clear and intelligible. Mr. Jacobs wruld, perhaps, be inclined 
to describe this part of his work as a “Jugend-arbeit ’; it is nevertheless 
fully worthy of his mature reputation. ae

THE JEWS IN ROUMANIA. 


OUR. CORRESPONDENT. | 


Browarest, 


Inauy Jast letter I gave your readers an idea of the stuff of which Rou. 
manian statesinen are made. Let me complete my photograph by describing 
sone acts of duplicity which must astonish even the sharpest diplomats who are 
acquainted by experience with Oriental practices. 

I cannot too often repeat that our rulers are the cause of our misfortunes, 
and not the Roumanian nation, for here anti-Semitism ts seated on high. It 
pervades Government circles and not the p-ople, as is the case in some other 
countries. Itis necessary to insist upon this important fact, in order that our 
friends abroad should not believe, as is alleged by Roumanian politicians, that 
itis the Roumanian nation which detests us. Weare so sure this is not the 
case, that were a plebiscite to ba taken on the Jewish question, a vast majority 
of the people would pronounce in our favour. 

It is well that it should be known that the Jews have become indispensable 
to the country ; the Christians, great and small, and particularly the middle 
classes, cannot exist without us. Anexcellent object lesson is afforded on the 
Jewish High Festivals, when business is practically at a standstill. No one buys, 
no one sells, and everybody impatiently awaits the reopening by Jews of their 
warehouses and shops ; ina word, we Jews are the soul of trade and the life of 
the country. 

At present‘our Conservative Government is tyrannising over us, in an unpre- 
cedented manner, in the Moldavian provinces. In the present damp and rainy 
season they are expelling hundreds of Jewish families from rural communes, 
withoutany pity for delicate women and tender children, and are sending them 
into the towns where they are strangers and unknown, and are exposed to star- 
vation. It must be stated that these exiles were bornin the villages whence 
they are being so brutally driven ; that all of them are honest and peaceful petty 
traders or manufacturers, and neither sell spirituous liquors nor lend money at 
usurious rates of interest. The majority of the exiles are old soldiers, who 
foughtin the Bulgarian campaign of 1877-78. Some of them have attained the 
highest grade of non-commissioned officers, that of Sergeant-Major,— 
heyond this step a Jew is not permitted to rise in the army—but they are Jews, 
and for Jews there is no justice in Rowmania. For thei there is nothing but the 
caprices of the government of the day and the most severe laws. In proof of 
this assertion, I will quote textually the remarks addressed by M. Catargi to a 


Jewish deputation which waited on him to explain that the Jews whom he had — 


expelled from the villages were natives and had served in the army. ‘ Do not 
waste time uselessly,” he said, “I will no longer tolerate you in the rural 
communes, and if you do not voluntarily leave, [ will drive you out by force.” 

Do not imagine that [ am a systematic opponent of the present government. 
I am thoroughly impartial and only relate facts which actually occur. It is but 
right that 1 should say a good word for M. Jonescu, the Minister of Public 
Instruction. Thanks to the just directions which this Minister, in response 
to our solicitations, gave in September last, the examinations of Jewish 
children at, and their admission into State Schools have this year taken place 
without scandal or chicanery, Thus a considerable number of Jewish scholars 
have received prizes and been promoted. Hundreds were admitted without the 
least difficulty, which has not happened fora very longtime. It is said that 
we are indebted for this justice to the wife of M. Jonescu, who is an English 
lady, and who with the British sense of what is right has influenced the Minister 
in our favour. Be this as it may, M. Jonesen deserves all our thanks and 
praise, 

While speaking of schools I may mention that an exhibition of the work of 
its apprentices was veo | held by the Munea Society and. that the splendid 
specimens then displayed astonished the many visitors. The School of the 
Munea Society is the only one of its kind in Roumania for Jewish girls. Its 
existence is absolutely necessary, as Jews dre not admitted into the Craft Schools. 
This exclusion of Jewish children froin teclinical schools is legal, but it has an 
extremely prejudicial effect on their future. The draconic law was devised by 
Bratiano with a double object, to deprive Jews of the means of gaining an honest 
living, and to make them appear in the eyes of Europe as lazy people, who hate 
fatiguing work and prefer commercial speculations. To continue its successful 
work, the Munca Society needs the help of philanthropic Jews abroad. There 
are not many rich Jews in this country, and the few that we have unfortunately 
steel their hearts against their less favourably situated coreligionists.

GATIONS OF MANCHESTER AND LIVERPOOL. 


The Committee has presented its Eighth Annual Report to its constituent 
Synagogues, During the past year the number of visits has again increased, 
being 40.2—21 in Manchester, and 151 in Liverpool, against 33 last year. The 
returns of the visitors show that the work, which has been conducte regularly, 
has all been of the ordinary character, and comprises no incident requiring special 
mention. 

In the last Report it was announced that the United Synagogue Visitation 
Committee had entered into a new agreement with the Managers of the 
Lewisham Industrial School, which provided for the admission of Jewish inmates 
on the payment of £10 per annum foreach case, The new agreement however 
had been made retrospective, and as there were seven lads from Northern 
congregations already in the Lewisham School, the Lancashire Committee was 
requested to pay 4/0 per annum in lieu of the amount—namely, one-third of 
£100—for which it had originally accepted responsibility. In view of the very 
jimited extent of its resources for Industrial School payments, and of the fact 
that it bad not beena party to the new contract, the Committee protested 
against the new and heavy monetary obligations imposed upon it. After a 
protracted correspondence with the London authorities anda visit to London of 
the Rev. L. M. Simmons and Mr, Ephraim Harris, the London Committee 
accepted an offer of £7 per annum for each boy already resident in Lewisham, 
the Lancashire Committee agreeing to pay the full amount of £10 per annum 
for each fresh case that may hereafter be received in that Institution from 
Manchester and Liverpool. The Rev. L, M. Simmons expressed his intention of 
endeavouring to obtain from private sources the ditference between the 
contribution to be paid by this Committee and the actual outlay of the Visita- 
tion Committee of the United Synagogue. The Committee report that for all 
future Lancashire cases committed to Industrial Schools, local arrangements of 
the most satisfactory nature have been made. Early in the year the Rev. 8. 
Friedeberg, acting on behalf of the Committee, approached the Governor and 
subsequently the Managers of the Liverpool Industrial School to ascertain 
whether they would be willing to receive Jewish boys committed by magistrates 
in Liverpool and Manchester. As a result of these negotiations the Managers 


of that Institution have recently intimated their readiness to receive such cases 


and grant the religious concessions requested, In return for the additional 
trouble entailed the Managers expect from the Committee a grant of about £4 
per annum per boy, a sum less than one-half of that demanded by the Lewisham 


authorities. From the first the representative of the Committee was received 
by the Governor, Mr. W. E, Barclay, in a most courteous and liberal manner.
